Sir,—Adverting to my Letter, dated the 2d 
instant, 1 have the honor to suggest for your con- 
sideration, whether it would not be advisable to 
publish a Notice in the Calcutta Papers, intimat- 
ing to the public generally, especially the Mer- 
cantile Community, that, if they desire their Ovér- 
Jand Letters, to be forwarded on by the Govern- 
ment Overland Express, they should request their 
Correspondents to mark “per Express,” and to 
keep within the limited weight of two tolas; and 
that, meanwhile, until the system becomes ge- 
nerally known, they ought to advise me, whether 
they wish any of their Letters, not so marked, to 
be sent on from Bombay by the Express. 

2d.— By the last Express I dispatched as usual 
a number of Overland Letters, not especially 
marked, because, had J not done so, great disap- 
pointment would have been experienced by par- 
ties in Calcutta ; but lintend to discontinue the 
practice, after a sufficient time has elapsed to ad- 
mit of the public becoming aware of thé privilege 
conceded by the Notification of May issued by the 
London General Post Office, and to dispatch by 
the Overland Express those Letters only which 
are so marked. 

3d.—The public ought moreover to be most espe- 
cially warned not to mark * per Express” on letters 
exceeding two tolgs in weight, because such letters 
cannot be so dispatched, They will invariably be 
detained (as was the case on the arrival of the last 
Mail,) for transmission by the post regular dawk, 
dispatched after the Express. 

4th.—I shall feel much obliged by your favoring 
me with alist of * Newspaper Offices” in Calcutta, 
and by your informing the parties connected there- 
with that not more than two papers (whether sent 
out from England marked “ per Express,” or po 
in Bombay to go by Express) will, in future, be 
forwarded by the Government Express. Some of 
the Newspaper Offices have as many as six Over- 


land Papers marked “ per Express,” but, as they 
cannot be so forwarded, it is useless to have them 
so marked. 

5th.—The new rule limits the weight of a 
Newspaper to 3 ¢olas, but, if that were acted up to, 
the Newspaper Offices would be deprived alto- 
gether of the privilege conceded by the Notifica- 
tion of May last, as an Overland Paper invariably 
weighs more than 3 and generally very nearly 6 
tolas. TI have therefore determined to send two 
Overland Papers to each Office, without reference 
to that limit, and shall continue the practice until 
I receive orders to the contrary from Government 
or the Home Authorities.

THE following Memorandum drawn out by the 
Political Agent of Bhopaul, is published for geve- 
ral inforination : 


Memorandum regarding Duhks for Travellers within 
the Bhopaul Political Agency. 


July 2ist 1847. 


l. A Dak consisting of 8 Palkee Bearers of 
}or2 Banghy Burdars if required, and of I or 2 
Mussalelies, will be furnished at the rate of 
eight annas (Company’s Currency,) per mile, 
English. 

2 On the two main roads between Saugor 
to Mhow, and between Saugor and Hoshungabad, 
the Bhopau) authorities furnish Daks from Bhilsa 
and ‘Tuppa in the one case, and from Bhilsa and 
Hoshungabad on the other. The distances are 
respectively. 97 miles and 76 miles, according to 
the Post Office rontes, viz. as follows: Bhilsa to 
Bhopaul 30, Bhopaul to Tuppa 67, and Bhopaul 
to Hoshungabad 46 miles. The distance be-’ 
tween Bhopaul and Sehore is reckoned at 21 
miles. 

3. Should a traveller be detained for less 
than 24 hours, no demurrage will be charged; if he 
is delayed more than a day then for the second 
day in whole or part, and so for the 3d day, &c., 
he will be charged 3 annas (Company’s Currency,) 
for each man at each stage—that is 3 annas a day 
per man, bevond the first day. 


4, As delays occasionally occur in going from 
Saugor to Mhow at Tuppa, where the Mhow 
Bearers should take up the Dak, the Bhopaul 
Bearers will, if necessary, carry the traveller on to 
the next stage, Peepleea, each man employed re- 
ceiving 4 annas (Company’s Currency,) for the 
extra stage. 


5. It is advisable always to give, if possible, 
seven days notice about laying a Dak, as the ma- 
jority of the bearers have to be sent to their res- 
pective stages from the town of Bhopaul. 


6. No Daks can be laid as a rule on other 
roads, but every endeavour will be made to accom- 
inodate travellers on timely notice being given.

The following Regulations and Rates of Charge 
for accommodation of Passengers, and conveyance 
of Goods on the Government Boats employed In 
the above Navigation, are published for general 
information : 

Of Passage. 

All applications for Passage on the Government 
Boats proceeding to Dacca and Assam, must be 
made at the Boat Office in Calcutta, and all apphi- 
cations for Cabins on the Boats returmng from 
Assam, must be made to the Steam Boat Agent at 
the nearest place to that of embarkation. 


The distance between Calcutta and Gowahuttee 
is asgumed to be 600 miles, and the distance ftom 
Calcutta to the different Stations as follows:

An Accommodation or a Cargo Boat will be 
employed in this hue, as far as Dacca, the Steamer 
only going on to Gowabuttée until the demand 
for freight to and from places above Dacca is more 
than a Steamer can supply. In the first there are 


3 classes of Cabins, but there will be no distine- , 


tron in the charge, and the preference in the selec- 
tion will be given to those who engage for the long- 
est distances or otherwise, according to priority of 
application. 

To Burrisaul or Dacca the charge will be Se- 
venty-five Rupees, to Gowahuttee One Hundred 
and Fifty Rupees, or at the rate of Twenty-five 
Rupees for every 100 miles, of the estimated dis- 
tance according to which the passage for interme- 
diate distances will be rated. 

One Servant is allowed to each Cabin occupied 
by one person, but if a Cabin be occupied by more 
than one person, an additional charge will be made 
of Nine Rupees, which will entitle the Cabin to a 
second Servant. All other extra Servants will be 
considered as Deck Passengers, the charge for 
which will be half an Anna per mile, or Eighteen 
Rupees Twelve Annas from Calcutta to Gowa- 
huttee; Deck Passengers will pay Eighteen Rupees 
to Gowahuttee, or half an Anna a mile for any 
shorter distance. . 

The charge for passage on return voyages will 
be the same as above. 

Passengers are allowed to carry such Baggage 
and Cabin Furniture within their Cabing as is ne- 
cessary for the voyage; and this may include a 
Piano if required for use during the voyage and 
not in a packiag case: but Pianos in packing cases 
and all other packages, as caves of Millinery, Sad- 
diery, Glass and Earthen-ware, Beer and Wines, 
and other Stores, wil] be stowed in another part of 
the vessel; and to the extent of half a ton, or 25 
cubic feet, be charged: for at half the established 
rate of Freight; all in excess of half a ton will 
be charged at the full rate of Freight. 


Deck Passengers are allowed one Roll of Bed- 
ding 2 feet wide, and a box of six cubic feet solid 
contents. 

A Table is provided by the Commander at Four 
Rupees per Diem for each person, exclusive of 
Wines and Beer, which if provided by the Com- 
mander, are charged at regulated prices, of which 
a list is exhibited in the Dining Room, and all 
Refreshments required betweon the regular meals 
of Breakfast at + past 8, Biscuit, &e. at noon, 
Dinner at 3 p. M., and ‘Tea aud Coffee in the even- 
ing. Persons who provide their own Wines, will 
pay 3 annas for each cork drawn. 

Children who do not come to the Table are pro- 
vided at One Rupee per day, the same charge is 
made for Christian Servants, 

Musgulman Servants may feed with the Crew, 
paying arate of Two Annas per day. Hindoos 
must provide their own food. 

The Passage Money, and a deposit of Four Ru- 
pees per day fur the estimated term of the voyage, 
must be paid on engaging a passage, and any sur- 
plus of ‘Table Money will be returned, or an addi- 
tional charge be made by the Commander, as the 
voyage may fall short of or exceed the time for 
which the deposit was calculated. Half the Pas- 
sage Money, and half the Table Money become 
forfeit by persons who relinquish a passage after 
having engaged it. 

The despatch of Boats will be duly advertized, 
and if any change in the Boats occurs, Accomma- 
dation or Freight engaged for the one advertized, 
will be assigned on the one substituted. 


Of Freight. 

All Goods intended for shipment on the Govern- 
ment Boats must be sent to the Boat Office, in 
Chorch Lane, Calcutta, between the hours & Ten 
and Four, Sundays, Christmas Daya, and Good 
Fiidays excepted. 

Goods will not be received for shipment unless 
they be addressed to a resident at the place at 
which they are to be delivered from the Boats, 
The direction must be marked on something not 
liable to be destroyed by vermin, and from which 
it may not easily be obliterated. A direction 
written on a card or marked with ink on a tin box, 
would be liable to the above objection. 

The Boat Office will not be respousible for an 
damage or loss that may be occasioned by accident 
to the vessel or other cause whatever, not traceable 
to negligence or mismanagement of those belong- 
ing to the vessel. 

All Gooda sent to the Boat Office must be ace 
companied hy a note, with suitable direction for 
the guidance of the Officers of the Department. 

Goods not applied for on board the Boat by the 
Consignee, will be carried on and charged with ad- 
ditional freight, unless addressed to the Steam 
Agent, in which case they will be delivered to him. 
It must be understood, however, that although all 
persous are at liberty to consign their goods to the 
Steam Agent of the stations at which they are to 
be landed, the Government is not responsible for 
such Steam Agent, or for the safety of the goods after 
the delivery of the same to the Consignee or to his 
order, whether such Consignee be the Steam Agent on 
any other person. Goods intended for the final 
station, if not applied for within 24 hours after the 
Boat’s arrival there, wil ke Welivered to the Steam 
Agent at the risk of the shipper.

Treasure laden on a Boat whose progress is ar- 
reated, will be retained on board until the Boat is 
enabled to proceed to her destination, unless the 
Consignees holding the Bill of Lading of such

Native of India in emigrating from the eaid Ter- 
ritories for the purpose of being employed asa 
laborer, should be liable on conviction before a 
Magistrate ar Justice of the Peace, to a fine not 
exceeding 200 Rupees for every Native 80 con- 
tracted with, aided or abetted, and in default of 
payment of such fine, should be liable to be 
imprisoned for a term not exceeding three months: 

Provided always that nothing in that Act 
contained should be taken to apply to any Native 
Seaman who should of his own free will contract 
to navigate any Vessel, or who should embark on 
buard such Vessel in pursnance of such contract, 
or to any person who should contract to serve as a 
Menial Servant only, or who should embark as 
such Menial Servant: 

And whereas the Island of Ceylon geographi- 
cally, historically and socially considered is analo- 
gous to the Countries subject to the Government 
of the East India Company : 

It is hereby enacted, that Act AIV. of 1839 
in so far as it makes lable to penalties every 
person who shall make with any Native of India 
any contract for labor to be performed in the said 
Ieland, or who shall knowingly aid or abet any 
Native of India in emigrating from the ‘Territories 
subject to the Government of the East India 
Company to the said Island, is repealed. 

I] But whereas the said Island is not subject to 
the Legislative power of the Governor General 
of India in Council, so that the said Governor 
General in Council is unable to make Laws for 
the protection of such Natives of India as may 
emigrate to the said Island against the evils 
which might attend the emigration of such 
Natives of India from the said Island to any 
British or Foreign Colony:

Sir,—Adverting to my Letter, dated the 2d 
instant, I have the honor to suggest for your con- 
sideration, whether it would not be advisable to 
publish a Notice in the Calcutta Papers, intimat- 
ing to the public generally, especially the Mer- 
cantile Community, that, if they desire their Over- 
Jand Letters, to be forwarded on by the Govern- 
ment Overland Express, they should request their 
Correspondents to mark “per Express,” and to 
keep within the limited weight of two tolas; and 
that, meanwhile, until the system becomes ge- 
nerally known, they ought to advise me, whether 
they wish any of their Letters, not so marked, to 
be sent on from Bombay by the Express. 

2d.—By the last Express I dispatched as usual 
a number of Overland Letters, not especially 
marked, because, had I not done sn, great disap 
pointment would have been experienced by par- 
ties in Calcutta; but lintend to discontinue the 
practice, after a sufficient time has elapsed to ad- 
mit of the public becoming aware of the privilege 
conceded by the Notification of May issued by the 
London General Post Office, and to dispatch by 
the Overland Express those Letters only which 
are so marked. 

3d.—The public ought moreover to be most espe- 
cially warned not to mark “ per Express” on letters 
exceeding twoo tolas in weight, because such letters 
cannot be so dispatched. ‘They will invariably be 
detained (as was the case on the arrival of the last 
Mail,) for transmission by the post regular dawk, 
dispatched after the Express. 

4th.—I shall feel much obliged by your favoring 
me with a list of “ Newspaper Offices” in Calcutta, 
and by your informing the parties connected there- 
with that not more thantwo papers (whether sent 
out from England marked “ per Express,” or posted 
in Bombay to go by Express) will, in future, be 
forwarded by the Government Express. Some of 
the Newspaper Offices have as many as six Over- 
Jand Papers marked * per Express,” but, as they 
cannot be so forwarded, it is useless to have them 
so marked. 

5th.-The new rule limita the weight of a 
Newspaper to 3 ¢o/us, but, if that were acted up to, 
the Newspaper Offices would be deprived alto- 
gether of the privilege conceded by the Notifica- 
tion of May last, as an Overland Paper invariably 
weighs more than 3 and generally very nearly 6 
tolas. I have therefore determined to send two 
Overland Papers to each Office, without reference 
to that limit, and shall continue the practice until 
I receive orders to the contrary from Government 
or the Home Authorities.

THE following Memorandum drawn out by the 
Political Agent of Bhopaul, is published for gene- 
ral information : 


Memorandum regarding Dohs for Travellers within 
the Bhopaul Polttical Agency. 


July 2\st 1847. 


l. A Dak consisting of 8 Palkee Bearers of 
! or 2 Banghy Burdars if required, and of t or 2 
Mussalchies, will be furnished at the rate of 
eight annas (Company’s Currency,) per mile, 
Kughish. 

2, On the two main roads between Saugor 
to Mhow, and between Saugor and Hoshungabad, 
the Bhopau) authorities furnish Daks from Bhilsa 
and ‘Tuppa in the one case, and from Bhilsa and 
Hoshungabad on the other, The distances are 
respectiyely, 97 miles and 76 miles, according to 
the Post Office routes, viz. as follows: Bhilsa to 
Bhopaul 80, Bhopaul to Tuppa 67, and Bhopaul 
to Hoshungabad 46 miles, The distance be- 
tween Bhopaul and Sehore is reckoned at 21 
miles. 


3. Should a traveller be detained for less 
than 24 hours, no demurrage will be charged ; if he 
is delayed more than a day then for the second 
day in whole or part, and so for the 3d day, &c., 
he will be charged 3 annas (Company’s Currency,) 
for each man at each stage—that ia 3 annas a day 
per man, beyond the first day. ; 


4. As delays occasionally occur in going from 
Saugor to Mhow at Tuppa, where the Mhow 
Bearers should take up the Dak, the Bhopaul 
Bearers will, if nécessary, carry the traveller on to 
the next stage, Peepleea, each man employed re- 
ceiving 4 annas (Company’s Currency,) for the 
extra stage. 

§. It is advisable always to give, if possible, 
seven days notice about laying a Dak, as the mae 
jority of the bearers have to be sent to their rea- 
pective stages from the town of Bhopaul. 


6. No Daks can be laid as a rue on other 
roads, but every endeavour will be made to accom- 
modate travellers on timely notice being given.

All applications for Passage on the Goternment 
Boats proceeding to Dacca and Assam, must be 
made at the Boat Office in Caleutta, and all apph- 
cations for Cabins on the Boats returning from 
Assam, must be made to the Steam Boat Agent at 
the nearest place to that of embarkation.

An Accommodation or a Cargo Boat will be 
emploved in this line, as far as Dacca, the Steamer 
obly going on to Gowabuttee until the demand 
for freight to and from places above Dacca is more 
than a Steamer can supply. In the first there are 
8 classes of Cabins, but there will be no distinc- 
tion in the charge, and the preference in the selec- 
tion will be given to those who engage for the long- 
est distances or otherwise, according to priority of 
application. 


To Burrisaul or Daeca the charge will be Se- 
venty-five Rupees, to Gowahuttee One Hundred 
and Fifty Rupees, or at the rate of ‘I'wenty-five 
Rupees for every 100 miles, of the estimated dis- 
tance according to which the passage for iterme- 
Ciate distances will be rated. 


One Servant is allowed to each Cabin occupied 
by ane person, but if a Cabin be occupied by more 
than one person, an additional charge will be made 
of Nine Rupees, which will entitle the Cabin to a 
second Servant.

A Table is provided by the Commander at Four 
Rupees per Diem for each person, exclusive of 
Wines and Beer, which if provided by the C8m- 
mander, are charged at regulated prices, of which 
a list is exhibited in the Dining Room, and all 
Refreshments required between the regular meals 
of Breakfast at + past 8, Biscuit, &¢. at noon, 
Dinner at 3 yp, mM, and Tea and Coffee in the even- 
ing. Persons who provide their own Wines, will 
pay 3 annas for each cork drawn. 

Children who do not come to the Table are pro- 
vided at One Rupee per day, the same charge is 
made for Christian Servants, 

Mussulman Servants may feed with the Crew, 
paying arate of ‘lwo Annas per day. Hindoos 
must provide their own food. 

The Passage Money, and a deposit of Four Ru- 
pees per day for the estimated term of the voyage, 
must be paid on engaging a passage, and any sur- 
plus of ‘Table Money will be returned, or an addi- 
tional charge be made by the Commander, as the 
voyage may fall short of or exceed the time for 
which the deposit was calculated. Half the Pas- 
sage Money, and half the Table Money become 
forfeit by persons who relinquish a passage after 
having engaged it 

The despatch of Boats will be duly advertized, 
and if any change in the Boats occurs, Accommo- 
dation or Freight engaged for the one advertized, 
will be assigned on the one substituted. 


OF Freight. 

All Goods intended for sbipment on the Govern- 
ment Boats must be sent to the Boat Office, in 
Church Lane, Calcutta, between the hours of Ten

PILOTS TRIAL. 
AT a Court assembled on Tuesday, the Twentieth 
day of July, One ‘Vhousand Eight Hundred and 
Fprty-seven, under, Act No, 24 of 1845, Mr. Macrer 
‘Pilot James Button Filby, was tried on the fol- 
lowing Charges : 

First Charge.—For disobedience of the orders 
and contempt of the authority which prohibits a 
Pilot from seeking directly or indirectly from the 
Commander of any Ship, a gratuity for doing his 
duty as Pilot, which offence is set forth in a Memo- 
rial of Henry Richardson, the Commander of the 
* Fairy Queen,” the truth of which was sworn to 
before the Mayor of Liverpool, as follows: 


“ That your Memorialist is the Master of the 
* Bark © Fairy Queen,” of Dublin, three hundred 
* and ninteen tons register. “Phat in the month of 
“ July, in the year one thousand eight hundred and 
“ forty-six, your Memorialist sailed from Calcutta 
“to Dublin, having on board Mr. G. I. Filby, one 
“of the Pilots belonging to the firat mentioned 
* Port, who was engaged to Pilot the Vessel down 
*the River Hooghly. ‘That at half-past six o’clock 
“on the evening of the eleventh day of July afore- 
* said, the said G. F. Filby left your Memorialist’s 
“ Vessel about four miles North-west of the Outer

_ Si,—Adverting to my Letter, dated the 2d 
instant, I have the honor to suggest for your con- 
sideration, whether it would not be advisable to 
publish a Notice in the Calcutta Papers, intimat- 
ing to the public generally, especially the Mer- 
cantile Community, that, if they desire their Over- 
land Letters, to be forwarded on by the Govern- 
ment Overland Express, they should request their 
Correspondents to mark “per Express,” and to 
keep within the fimetrd weight of two tolas; and 
that, meanwhile, until the system becomes ge- 
nerally known, they ought to advise me, whether 
they wish any of their Letters, not so marked, to 
be sent on from Bombay by the Express. 

2d.—By the last Express I dispatched as usual 
a number of Overland Letters, not especially 
marked, because, had I not done so, great disap- 
pointment would have been experienced by pa- 
ties in Calcutta; but Lintend to discontinue the 
practice, after a sufficient time has elapsed to ad- 
mit of the public becoming aware of the privilege 
conceded by the Notification of May issued by the 
London General Post Office, and to dispatch by 
the Overland Express those Letters only which 
are so marked. 

od.—The public ought moreover to be most espe- 
cially warned not to mark “ per Express” on letters 
exceeding two tolas in weight, because such letters 
cannot be so dispatched. ‘They will invariably be 
detained (as was the case on the arrival of the last 
Mail,) for transmission by the post regular dawk, 
dispatched after the Iexpress. 

4th.—I shall feel much obliged by your favoring 
me with alist of * Newspaper Offices” in Calcutta, 
and by your informing the parties connected there- 
with that not more than two papers (whether sent 
out from England marked “ per Express,” or posted 
in Bombay to go by Express) will, in future, be 
forwarded by the Government Express. Some of 
the Newspaper Offices have as many as six Over- 
land Papers marked ‘“ per Express,” but, as they 
cannot be so forwarded, it is useless to have them 
so marked. 

5th.—The new rule limits the weight of a 
Newspaper to 3 ¢olus, but, if that were acted up to, 
the Newspaper Offices would be deprived alto- 
gether of the privilege conceded by the Notifica- 
tion of May last, as an Overland Paper invariably 
weighs more than 3 and generally very nearly 6 
tolas. I have therefore determined to send two 
Overland Papers to each Office, without reference 
to that limit, and shall continue the practice until 
I receive orders to the contrary from Government 
or the Home Authorities.

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THE following Memorandum drawn out by the 
Political Agent of Bhopaul, is published for gene- 
ral information : 


Memorandum regarding Daks for Travellers within 
the Bhopaul Political Agency. 


July 2st 1847. 


1. A Dak consisting of 8 Palkee Bearers of 
] or 2 Banghy Burdars if required, and of | or 2 
Mussalehies, will be furnished at the rate of 
eight annas (Company’s Currency,) per mule, 
Ienglish. 

2. On the two main roads between Saugor 
to Mhow, and between Saugor and Hoshungabad, 
the Bhopau) authorities furnish Daks from Bhilsa 
and Tuppa in the one case, and from Bhilsa and 
Hoshungabad on the other. The distances are 
respectively, 97 miles and 76 miles, according to 
the Post Office routes, viz. as follows: Bhilsa to 
Bhopaul 30, Bhopaul to Tuppa 67, and Bhopaul 
to Hoshungabad 46 miles. The distance be- 
tween Bhopaul and Sehore is reckoned at 2t 
miles. 

3. Should a traveller be detained for legs 
than 24 hours, no demurrage will be charged; if he 
is delayed more than a day then for the second 
day in whole or part, and so for the 3d day, &c., 
he will be charged 3 annas (Company’s Currency,) 
for each man at each stage—that is 3 annas a day 
per man, beyond the first day. 

4, As delays occasionally occur in going from 
Saugor to Mhow at Tuppa, where the Mhow 
Bearers should take up the Dak, the Bhopaul 
Bearers will, if necessary, carry the traveller on to 
the next stage, Peepleea, each man employed re- 
ceiving 4 annas (Company’s Currency,) for the 


extra stage. ; 
5. It is advisable always to give, if possible, 


seven days notice about laying a Dak, as the ma- 
jority of the bearers have to be sent to their res- 
pective stages from the town of Bhopaul. 


6 No Daks can be laid as a rule on other 
roads, but every endeavour will be made to accem- 
modate travellers on timely notice being given.

GOVERNMENT having decided on opening a 
Steam Communication with Gowahuttee in Assam 
via Dacea and Serajgunge, notice is hereby given, 
that the first boats for this line, a Steamer anda 
Flat, will be despatched on the 13th Proximo; and 
the communication be continued Monthly for 
THREE YEARS. 

The following Regulations and Rates of Charge 
for accommodation of Passengers, and conveyance 
of Goods on the Government Boats employed in 
the above Navigation, are published fur general 
information : 

Of Passage. 

All applications for Passage on the Government 
Boats proceeding to Dacca and Assam, must be 
made at the Boat Office in Calcutta, and all apple 
cations for Cabins on the Boats returning from 
Assam, must be made tothe Steam Boat Agent at 
the nearest place to that of embarkation. 

The distance between Calcutta and Gowahnuttee 
is assumed to be 600 milea, and the distance from 
Calcutta to the different Stations as follows:

An Accommodation or a Cargo Boat will be 
employed in this line, as far as Dacca, the Steamer 
only going on to Gowahuttee until the demand 
for freight to and from places above Dacca is more 
than a Steamer can supply. In the first there are 
8 classes of Cabins, but there will be no distine- 
tion in the charge, and the preference in the selec- 
tion will be given to those who engage for the long- 
est distances or otherwise, according to priority of 
application. 

To Burrisaul or Macca the charge will he Se- 
venty-five Rupees, to Gowahuttee One TIlundied 
and Fifty Rupees, or at the rate of ‘Tweaty-five 
Rupees for every 100 miles, of the estimated dis- 
tance according to which the passage for interme- 
diate distances will be rated. 


One Servant is allowed to each Cabin occupied 
by one person, but if a Cabin be occupied by more 
than one person, an additional charge will be made 
of Nine Rupees, which will entitle the Cabin to a 
second Servant. All other extra Servants will be 
considered as Deck Passengers, the charge for 
which will be half an Anna per mile, or Eighteen 
Rupees ‘Twelve Annas from Calcutta to Gowa- 
huttee; Deck Passengers will pay Eighteen Rupees 
to Gowahuttee, or half an Anna a mile for any 
shorter distance. 

The charge for passage on return voyages will 
be the same as above. 

Passengers are allowed to carry such Baggage 
and Cabin Furniture within their Cabins as is ne- 
ceasary for the voyage; and this may include a 
Piano if required for use during the voyage and 
Dot in a packing case: but Pianos in packing cases 
and all other packages, as cases of Millinery, Sad- 
dlery, Glass and Earthen-ware, Beer and Wines, 
and other Stores, will be stowed in another part of 
the vessel; and to the extent of half a ton, or 25 
cubic feet, be charged for at half the established 
tate of Freight; all in excess of half a ton will 
be charged at the full rate of Freight. 


Deck Passengers are allowed one Roll of Bed- 
ding 2 feet wide, and a box of six cubic feet solid 
contents. 

A Table is provided by the Commander at Four 
Rupees per Diem for each person, exclusive of 
Wines and Beer, which if provided by the Com- 
mander, are charged at regulated prices, of which 
a list is exhibited in the Dining Room, and all 
Refreshments required between the regular meals 
of Breakfast at 3 past 8, Biscuit. &e. at noon, 
Dinner at 3p. m., and Tea and Coffee in the even- 
ing. Persons who provide their own Wines, will 
pay 3 annas for each cork drawn. 

Children who do net come to the Table are pro- 
vided at One Rupee per day, the same charge ia 
made for Christian Servants. 

Mussuiman Servants may feed with the Crew, 
paying arate of Two Annas per day. Llindoos 
must provide their own food. 

‘Vhe Passage Money, and a deposit of Four Ru- 
pees per day for the estimated term of the voyage, 
must be paid on engaging a passage, and any sur- 
plus of ‘Table Money will be returned, or an addi- 
tional charge be made by the Commander, as the 
voyage may fall short of or exceed the time for 
which the deposit was calealated. Half the Pas- 
sage Money, and half the Table Money become 
forfeit by persons who relinquish a passage after 
having engaged it. 

The despatch of Boats will be daly advertized, 
and if avy change in the Boats occurs, Accommo- 
daticn or Freight engaged for the one advertized, 
will be assigned on the one substituted. 


Of Freight. 

All Goods intended for shipment on the Govern- 
ment Boats mu t be sent to the Boat Office, in 
Church Lane, Calcutta, between the hours of Ten 
and lour, Sundays, Christmas Days, and Good 
Pridays excepted 

Goods will uot be received for shipment unless 
they be addressed toa resident at the place at 
which they are to be delivered from the Boats. 
The direction must be marked on something not 
hable to be destroyed by vermin, and from which 
it may not easily be obliterated. A direction 
written on a card or marked with ink on a tin box, 
would be liable to the above objection, 

Tbe Boat Office will not be responsible for any 
damage or logs that may be occasioned by accident 
to the vessel or other cause whatever, not traceable 
to negligence or mismanagement of those belong- 
Ing to the veerel. 

All Goods sent to the Boat Office must be ac- 
companied by a note, with suftable direction for 
the guidance of the Officers of the Department. 

Goods not applied for on board the Boat by the 
Consiguee, will be carried on and charged with ad- 
ditional freight, unless addressed to the Steam 
Agent, in which case they will be delivered to him, 
It must be understood, however, that although all 
persons are at liberty to consign their goods to the 
Steam Agent of the stations at which they are to 
be landed, the Government is not responsible for 
such Steam Agent, or for the safety of the goods after 
the detivery of the same ta the Consignee or to his 
order, whether such Consignee be the Steam Agent or 
any other person. Goods intended for the final 
station, if not applied for within 24 hours after the 
Boat’s arrival there, will be delivered to the Steam 
Agent at the risk of the shipper.

On Newspapers, each Newspaper Office in Cal- 
cutta and Madras, will be allowed to receive two 
Newspapers at the ordinary rates of Inland post- 
age, on all other Newspapers forwarded by Ex-

Sir,—Adverting to my Letter, dated the 2d 
instant, | have the honor to suggest for your con- 
sideration, whether it would not be advisable to 
publish a Notice in the Calcutta Papers, intimat- 
ing to the public generally, especially the Mer- 
cantile Community, that, if they desire their Over- 
land Letters, to be forwarded on by the Govern- 
ment Overland Express, they should request their 
Correspondents to mark “per [xpress,” and to 
keep within the limited weight of too tolas; and 
that, meanwhile, until the system becomes ge- 
nerally known, they ought to advise me, whether 
they wish any of their Letters, not so marked, to 
be sent on from Bombay by the [xonress. 

2d.— By the last Express I dispatched as usual 
a number of Overland Letters, not expecially 
matked, because, had I not done so, great disap- 
pointment would have been experienced by par- 
ties in Calcutta; but Lintend to discontinue the 
practice, after a sufficient time has elapsed to ad- 
mit of the public becoming aware of the privilege 
conceded by the Notification of May issued by the 
London General Post Office, and to dispatch by 
the Overland Express those Letters only which 
are 80 marked. 

3d.—'The public ought moreover to be fast espe- 
cially warned not to mark “ per Express” on letters 
erceeding two tolas in weight, because such letters 
cannot be eo dispatched. They will invariably be 
detained (as was the case on the arrival of the last 
Mail,) for transmission by the post regular dawk, 
dispatched after the Express. 

4th.—I shall feel much obliged by your favoring 
me with alist of “ Newspaper Offices” in Calcutta, 
and by your informing the parties connected there- 
with that not more thantwo papers (whether sent 
out from England marked “ per Express,” or posted 
in Bombay to go by Express) will, in future, be 
forwarded by the Government Express. Some of 
the Newspaper Offices have as many as six Over- 
land Papers marked “ per Express,” but, as they 
cannot be so forwarded, it is useless to have them 
so marked. 

5th—The new rule limits the weight of a 
Newspaper to 3 ¢o/us, but, if that were acted up to, 
the Newspaper Offices would be deprived alto- 
gether of the privilege conceded by the Notifica- 
tion of May last, as an Overland Paper invariably 
weighs more than 3 and generally very nearly 6 
tolas, J] have therefore determined to send two 
Overland Papers to each Office, without reference 
to that Umit, and shall continue the practice until 
1 receive orders to the contrary from Government 
or the Home Authorities.

THE following Memorandum drawn out by the 
Political Agent of Bhopaul, is published for gene- 
ral information : 


Memorandum regarding Daks for Travellers within 
the Bhopaul Political Agency. 
July 21st 1847. 


1, A Dak consisting of 8 Palkee Bearers of 
1 or 2 Banghy Burdars if required, and of 1 or 2 
Mussalehies, will be furnished at the rate of 
eight annas (Company’s Currency,) per mile, 
unglish. 

2. On the two main roads hetween Saugor 
to Mhow, and between Saugor and Hoshungabad, 
the Bhopaul authorities furnish Daks from Bhilsa 
and Tuppa in the one case, and from Bhilsa and 
Hoshungabad on the other. The distances are 
respectiyely, 97 miles and 76 miles, according to 
the Post Office routes, viz. as follows: Bhilsa to 
Bhopaul 30, Bhopaul to Tuppa 67, and Bhopaul 
to Hoshungabad 46 miles. ‘The distance be- 
tween Bhopaul and Sehore is reckoned at 21 
miles. t 

3. Should a traveller be detained for less 
than 24 hours, no demurrage will be charged ; if he 
is delayed more than a day then for the second 
day in whole or part, and so for the 3d day, &c.,, 
he will be charged 3 annas (Company’s Currency, ) 
for each man at each stage—that is 3 annas a day 
per man, beyond the first day. 

4, As delays occasionally occur in going from 
Saugor to Mhow at Tuppa, where the Mhow 
Bearers should take up the Dak, the Bhopaul 
Bearers will, if necessary, carry the traveller on to 
the next stage, Peepleea, each man employed re- 
ceiving 4 annas (Company’s Currency,) for the 


extra stage. 

5. It is advisable always to give, if possible, 
seven days notice about laying a Dak, as the ma- 
jority of the bearers have to be sent to their res- 
pective stages from the town of Bhopaul. 


6. No Daks can be laid as a rule on other 
roads, but every endeavour will be made to accom- 
modate travellers on timely notice being given.

GOVERNMENT having decided on opening a 
Steam Communication with Gowahuttee in Assam 
via Dacca and Serajgunge, notice is hereby given, 
that the first boats for this line, a Steamer and a 
Flat, will be despatched on the 13th Proximo; and 
the communication be continued Monthly for 
THREE YEARS. 

The following Regulations and Rates of Charge 
for accommodation of Passengers, and conveyance 
of Goods on the Government Boats employed in 
the above Navigation, are published for general 
information : 

Of Passage. 

All applications for Passage on the Government 
Boats proceeding to Dacca and Assam, must be 
made at the Boat Office in Calcutta, and ail appli- 
cations for Cabins on the Boats returning from 
Assam, must be made to the Steam Boat Agent at 
the nearest place to that of embarkation. 

The distance between Calcutta and Gowahuttee 
is assumed to be 600 miles, and the distance fiom 
Calcutta to the different Stations as follows:

An Accommodation or a Cargo Boat will be 
employed in this line, as far as Dacca, the Steamer 
only going on to Gowahuttee until the demand 
for freight to and from places above Dacca is more 
than a Steamer can supply. In the first there are 
3 classes of Cabins, but there will be no distinc- 
tion in the charge, and the preference in the selec- 
tion will be given to those who engage for the long- 
est distances or otherwise, according to priority of 
application. 


To Burrisaul or Dacca the charge will be Se- 
venty-five Rupees, to Gowahuttee Ove Hundred 
and Fifty Rupees, or at the rate of Twenty-five 
Rupees for every 100 miles, of the estimated dis- 
tance according to which the passage for interme- 
diate distances will be rated. 


One Servant is allowed to each Cabin occupied 
by one pereon, but if a Cabin be oceupied by more 
than one person, an additional charge will be made 
of Nine Rupees, which will entitle the Cabin to a 
second Servant. All other extra Servants will be 
considered as Deck Passengers, the charge for 
which will be half an Anna per mile, or Eighteen 
Rupees Twelve Annas from Calcutta to Gowa- 
huttee; Deck Passengers will pay Eighteen Rupees 
to Gowahuttee, or half an Anna a mile for any 
shorter distance. 

The charge for passage on return voyages will 
be the game as above. 

Passengers are allowed to carry such Baggage 
‘ and Cabin Furniture within their Cabins as is ne- 
cessary for the voyage; and this may include a 
Piano if required for use during the voyage and 
not in a packing case: but Pianos in packing cases 
and all other packages, as cases of Millinery, Sad- 
dlery, Glass and Earthen-ware, Beer and Wines, 
and other Stores, will be stowed in another part of 
the vessel; and to the extent of half a ton, or 25 
cubic feet, be charged for at half the established 
rate of Freight; all in excess of half a ton will 
be charged at the full rate of Freight, 


_Deck Passengers are allowed one Roll of Bed- 
ding 2 feet wide, and a box of six cubic feet solid 
contents, 

A ‘Vable is provided by the Commander at Four 
Rupees per Diem for each person, exclusive of 
Wines and Beer, which if provided by the Com- 
mander, are charged at regulated prices, of which 
a list is exhibited in the Dining Room, and all 
Refreshments required between the regular meals 
of Breakfast at 4 past 8, Biscuit, &e. at noon, 
Dinner at 3 p. m., and ‘Tea and Coffee in the even- 
ing. Persons who provide their own Wines, will 
pay 3 annas for each cork drawn. 

Children who do not come to the Table are pro- 
vided at One Rupee per day, the same charge is 
made for Christian Servants. 

Mussulman’ Servants may feed with the Crew, 
paying arate of Two Annas per day. Hindoos 
must provide their own food. 

The Passage Money, and a deposit of Four Ru- 
pees per day for the estimated term of the voyage, 
must be paid on engaging a passage, and any sur- 
plus of Table Money will be returned, or an addi- 
tional charge be made by the Commander, as the 
voyage may fall short of or exceed the time for 
which the deposit was calculated. Half the Pas- 
sage Money, and half the Table Money become 
forfeit by persons who relinquish a passage after 
having engaged it. 

The despatch of Boats wiil be duly advertized, 
and if any change in the Boats occurs, Accommo- 
dation or Freight engaged for the one advertized, 
will be assigned on the one substituted. 


Of Freight. 

All Goods intended for shipment on the Govern- 
ment Boats must be sent to the Boat Office, in 
Chureh Lane, Calcutta, between the bours of Ten 
and Four, Sundays, Christmas Days, and Good 
Fridays excepted. 

Goods will not be received for shipment unless 
they be addressed toa resident at the place at 
which they are to be delivered from the Boats. 
The direction must be marked on something not 
liable to be destroyed by vermin, and from which 
it may not easily be obliterated. A direction 
written on a card or marked with ink on a tin box, 
would be lable to the above objection. 

The Boat Office will not be responsible for any 
damage or loss that may be occasioned by accident 
to the vessel or other cause whatever, not traceable 
to negligence or mismanagement of those belong- 
ing to the vessel. 

All Goods sent to the Boat Office must be ac- 
companied by a note, with suitable direction for 
the guidance of the Officers of the Department. 

Goods not applied for on board the Boat by the 
Consignee, will be carried on and charged with ad- 
ditional freight, unless addressed to the Steam 
Agent, in which case they will be delivered to him. 
It must be understood, however, that although all 
persons are at liberty to consign their goods to the 
Steam Agent of the stations at which they are to 
be landed, the Government is not responsible for 
such Steam Agent, or for the safety of the goods after 
the delivery of the same to the Consignee or to his 
order, whether such Consignee be the Steam Agent or 
any other person. Goods intended for the final 
station, if not applied for within 24 hours after the 
Boat’s arrival there, will be delivered to the Steam 
Agent at the risk of the shipper.

One Rupee for every letter not exceeding half 
atolain weight. 

Two Rupees for every letter above half a tola, 
but not exceeding one tola in weight. 

Four Rupees for every letter above one tola, 
but not exceeding two tolas in weight, two tolas 
being the maximum weight of letters to be con- 
veyed by Express. 

On Newspapers, each Newspaper Office in Cal- 
cutta and Madras, will be allowed to receive two 
Newspapers at the ordinary rates of Inland post- 
age, on all other Newspapers forwarded by Ex- 
press a postage of five Rupees cach will be charg- 
ed, and no Newspaper will be received for the Ex- 
press exceeding three tulas in weight.

Sin.—Adverting to my Letter, dated the 2d 
instant, | have the honor to suggest for your con- 
sideration, whether it would not be advisable to 
publish a Notice in the Calcutta Papers, intimat- 
ing to the public generally, especially the Mer- 
eantile Community, that, if they desire their Over- 
land Letters, to be forwarded on by the Govern- 
ment Overland Express, they should request their 
Correspondents to mark “per Expresa,” and to 
keep within the @mited weight of two tolas; and - 
that, meanwhile, until the system becomes ge- 
nerally known, they ought to advise me, whether 
they wish any of their Letters, not so marked, to 
be sent on from Bombay by the Express. 

Yd.—By the last Express | dispatched as usual 
a number of Overland Letters, not especially 
marked, because, had ] not done so, great disap- 
pointment would have been experienced by par- 
ties in Calcutta; but Lintend to discontinue the 
practice, after a sufficient time has elapsed to ad- 
mit of the public becoming aware of the privilege 
conceded by the Notification of May iesued by the 
London General Post Office, and to dispatch by 
the Overland Expresa those Letters only which 
are so marked. 

3d.—The public ought moreover to be most espe- 
cially warned not to mark © per Express” on letters 
exceeding two tolas in weight, because such letters 
cannot be se dispatched. They will invariably be 


* 
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detained (as was the case on the arrival of the last 
Mail,) for transmission by the post regular dawk, 
dispatched after the I’xpress. 

4th.—I shall feel much obliged by your favoring 
me with alist of « Newspaper Offices” in Calcutta, 
and by your informing the parties connected there- 
with that not more than two papers (whether sent 
out from England marked “ per Express,” or posted 
in Bombay to go by Express) will, in future, be 
forwarded by the Government Expresa. Some of 
the Newspaper Offices have as many as six Over- 
land Papers marked “ per Express,” but, as they 
cannot be so forwarded, it is useless to have them 
so marked. 

5th.—The new rule limits the weight of a 
Newspaper to 3 ¢olus, but, if that were acted up to, 
the Newspaper Offices would be deprived alto- 
gether of the privilege conceded by the Notifica- 
tion of May last, as an Overland Paper invariably 
weighs more than 3 and generally very nearly 6 
tolas. J have therefore determined to send two 
Overland Papers to each Office, without reference 
to that limit, and shall continue the practice until 
I receive orders to the contrary from Government 
or the Home Authorities.

Memorandum regarding Doks for Travellers within 
the Bhopaul Poletical Agency. 
July 2st 1847. 


1. A Dak consisting of 8 Palkee Bearers of 
1 or 2 Banghy Burdars if required, and of I or 2 
Mussalchies, will be furnished at the rate of 
eight annas (Company's Currency,) per mile,

2, On the two main roads between Saugor 
to Mhow, and between Saugor and Hoshungabad, 
the Bhopaul apthorities furnish Daks from Bhilsa 
and Tuppa in the one case, and from Bhilsa and 
Hoshungabad on the other.

4, As delays occasionally occur in going from 
Saugor to Mhow at Tuppa, where the Mhow 
Bearers should take up the Dak, the Bhopaul 
Bearers will, if necessary, carry the traveller on to 
the next stage, Peepleea, each man employed re- 
ceiving 4 annas (Company's Currency,) for the 
extra stage. 

5. It is advisable always to give, if possible, 
seven days notice about laying a Dak, as the ma- 
jority of the bearers have to be sent to their res- 
pective stages from the town of Bhopaul. 

6. No Daks can be laid as a rule on other 
roads, but every endeavour will be made to accom- 
modate travellers on timely notice being given.

Sir,—Adverting to my Letter, dated the 2d 
instant, 1 have the honor to suggest for your con- 
sideration, whether it would not be advisable to 
publish a Notice in the Calcutta Papers, intimat- 
ing to the public generally, especially the Mer- 
cantile Community, that, if they desire their Over- 
land Letters, to be forwarded on by the Govern- 
ment Overland Express, they should request their 
Correspondents to mark “per Express.” and to 
keep within the dimited weight of two tolas; and 
that, meanwhile, until the system becomes ge- 
nerally known, they ought to advise me, whether 
they wish any of their Letters, not so marked, to 
be sent on from Bombay by the Express. 

2d.—By the last Express I dispatched as usual 
a number of Overland Letters, not especially 
marked, because, had I] not done so, great disap- 
pointment would have been experienced by par- 
ties in Calcutta; but Eintend to discontinue the 
practice, after a sufficient time has elapsed to ad- 
mit of the puble becoming aware of the privilege 
conceded by the Notification of May issued by the 
London General Post Office, and to dispatch by 
the Overland Express those Letters only which 
are so marked. 

3d.—The public ought moreover to be most espe- 
cially warned not to mark “ per Express” on letters 
exceeding two tolas in weight, because such letters 
cannot he so dispatched. They will invariably be 
detained (as was the case on the arrival of the last 
Mail,) for transmission by the post regular dawk, 
dispatched after the Express. 

4th.—I shall feel much obliged by your favoring 
me with a list of “ Newspaper Offices” in Calcutta, 
and by your informing the parties connected there- 
with that not more than two papers (whether sent 
out from England marked “ per Express,” or posted 
in Bombay to go by Express) will, in future, be 
forwarded by the Government Express. Some of 
the Newspaper Offices have as many as six Over- 
land Papers marked “ per Express,” but, as they 
cannot be so forwarded, it is useless to have them 
so marked. 

5th.—The new rule limits the weight of a 
Newspaper to 3 ¢o/as, but, if that were acted up to, 
the Newspaper Offices would be deprived alto- 
gether of the privilege conceded by the Notifica- 
tion of May last, as an Overland Paper invariably 
weigha more than 8 and generally very nearly 6 
tolas. I have therefore determined to send two 
Overland Papers to each Office, without reference 
fo that limit, and shall continue the practice until 
{ receive orders to the contrary from Government 
or the Home Authorities.

Memorandum regarding Doks for Travellers within 
the Bhopaul Political Agency. 


July 2ist 1847. 

1. A Dak consisting of 8 Palkee Bearers of 
} or 2 Banghy Burdars if required, and of | or 2 
Mussalchies, will be furnished at the rate of 
eight annas (Compapy’s Currency,) per mile, 

cuglish, 

2. On the two main roads between Saugor 
to Mhow, and between Saugor and Moshungabad, 
the Bhopau} authorities furnish Daks from Bhilsa 
and Tuppa in the one case, and from Bhilsa and 
Hoshungabad on the other. The distances are 
respectively, 97 miles and 76 miles, according to 
the Post Office routes, viz. as follows: Bhilsa to 
Bhopaul 30, Bhopaul to ‘Tuppa 67, and Bhopaul 
to Hoshungabad 46 miles. ‘The distance be- 
tween Bhopaul and Sehore ia reckoned at 21 
miles. 

3. Should a traveller be detained for less 
than 24 hours, no demurrage will be charged ; if he 
is delayed more than a day then for the second 
day in whdle or part, and so for the 3d day, &c., 
he will be charged 3 annas (Company’s Currency, ) 
for each man at each stage—that is 3 annas a day 
per man, beyond the first day, 

4, As delays occasionally occur in going from 
Saugor to Mhoyw at ‘'uppa, where the Mhow 
Bearers should take up the Dak, the Bhopaul 
Bearers will, if necessary, carry the traveller on to 
the next stage, Peepleea, each man employed re- 
ceiving 4 annas (Company’s Currency,) for the 
extra stage. 

5. It is advisable always to give, if possible, 
seven days notice about laying a Dak, as the ma- 
jority of the bearers have to be sent to their res- 
pective stages from the town of Bhopaul. 


6. No Daks can be laid as a rule on other | 


roads, but every endeavour will be made to accom- 
modate travellers on timely notice being given.

In the first there are 
3 classes of Cabins, but there will be no distine- 
tion in the charge, and the preference in the selec- 
tion will be given to those who engage for the long- 
est distances or otherwise, according to priority of 
application, 

To Burrisaul or Dacca the charge will be Se- 
venty-five Rupees, to Gowahuttee One Handred 
and Fifty Rupees, or at the rate of Twenty-five 
Rupees for every 100 miles, of the eatimated dis- 
tance according to which the passage for interme.

One Servant is allowed to each Cabin occupied 
by one person, but if a Cabin be occupied by more 
than one person, an additional charge will be made 
of Nine Rupees, which will entitle the Cabin to a 
second Servant. All other extra Servants will be 
considered as Deck Passengers, the charge for 
which will be half an Anna per mile, or Eighteen

The charge for passage on return voyages will 
be the same as above. 

Passengers are allowed to carry such- Baggage 
and Cabin Furniture within their Cabins as is ne- 
cessary for the voyage; and this may include a 
Piano if required for use during the voyage and 
not in a packing case: but Pianos in packing cases 
and all other packages, as cases of Millinery, Sad-

Children who do not come to the Table are pro- 
vided at One Rupee per day, the same charge is 
made for Christian Servants, 

Mussulman Servants may feed with the Crew, 
paying arate of Two Annas per day. Uindoos 
must provide their own food. 

The Passage Money, and adepo-it of Four Ru- 
pees per day for the estimated term of the voyage, 
must be paid on engaging a passage, and any sure 
plus of ‘Table Money will be returned, or an addi- 
tional charge be made by the Commander, as the 
voyage may fall short of or exceed the time for 
which the deposit was calculated. Half the Pas- 
sage Money, and half the Table Money become 
forfeit by persons who relinquish a passage after 
having engaged It 

‘The despatch of Boats will be duly advertized, 
and if any change in the Boats occurs, Accommo- 
dation or Freight engaged for the one advertized, 
will be assigned on the one substituted. 


Of Freight. 

All Goods intended for shipment on the Govern- 
ment Boats must be sent to the Boat Office, in 
Church Lane, Calcutta, between the hours of Ten 
and lour, Sundays, Christmas Days, and Good 
Fridays excepted.

All Goods sent to the Boat Office must be ac- 
companied by a note, with suitable direction for 
the guidance of the Officers of the Department. 

Goods not applied for on board the Boat by the 
Consignee, will be carried on and charged with ad- 
ditional freight, unless addressed to the Steam 
Agent, in which case they will be delivered to him. 
It must be understood, however, that although all 
persons are at liberty to consign their goods to the 
Steam Agent of the stations at which they are to 
be landed, the Government ts not responsible for 
such Steam Agent, or for the safety of the gaods after 
the detivery of the same to the Consignee or ta his 
prder, whether such Consigner be the Steam Agent or 
any other person.

Sir,—Adverting to my Letter, dated the 2d 
instant, I have the honor to suggest for your con- 
sideration, whether it would not be advisable to 
publish a Notice in the Calcutta Papers, intimat- 
ing to the public generally, especially the Mer- 
cantile Community, that, if they desire their Over- 
land Letters, to be forwarded on by the Govern- 
ment Overland Express, they should request their 
Correspondents to mark * per Express,” and to 
keep within the @imited weight of two tolas; and 
that, meanwhile, until the system becomes ge- 
nerally known, they ought to advise me, whether 
they wish any of their Letters, not so marked, to 
be sent on from Bombay by the Express. 

2d.—By the last Express I dispatched as usual 
a number of Overland Letters, not especially 
marked, because, had J not done so, great disap- 
pointment would have been experienced by par- 
ties in Calcutta; but Lintend to discontinue the 
practice, after a sufficient time has elapsed to ad- 
mit of the public becoming aware of the privilege 
ronceded by the Notification of May issued by the 
London General Post Office, and to dispatch by 
the Overland Express those Letters only which 
are so marked. 

3d.—The public ought moreover to be most espe- 
cially warned not to mark “ per Express” on letters 
exceeding two tolas in weight, because such letters 
cannot be so dispatched. They will invariably be 
detained (as was the case on the arrival of the last 
Mail,) for transmission by the post regular dawk, 
dispatched after the Express. 

4th.—I shall feel much obliged by your favoring 
me with alist of “ Newspaper Offices” in Calcutta, 
and by your informing the parties connected there- 
with that not more than two papers (whether sent 
out from Ergland marked “ per Express,” or posted 
in Bombay to go by Express) will, in future, be 
forwarded by the Government Express. Some of 
the Newspaper Offices have 13 many as six Over- 
land Papers marked “‘ per Express,” but, as they 
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cannot be so forwarded, it is useless to have them 
go marked. 


5th.—The new rule limits the weight of a 
Newspaper to 3 ¢o/us, but, if that were acted up to, 
the Newspaper Offices would be deprived alto- 
gether of the privilege conceded by the Notifica- 
sion of May last, as an Overland Paper invariably 
weighs more than 3 and generally very nearly 6 
tolas. I have therefore determined to send two 
Overland Papers to each Office, without reference 
to that limit, and shall continue the practice until 
| receive orders to the contrary from Government 
or the Home Authorities.

Political Agent of Bhopaul, is published for gene- 

ral information : 

Memorandum regarding Daks for Travel'ers within 
the Bhopaul Polttteal Agency. 


July 2ist 1847, 

1. A Dak consisting of 8 Palkee Bearers of 
1 or 2 Banghy Burdars if required, and of | or 2 
Mussalchies, will be furnished at the rate of 
eight annas (Company’s Currency,) per mile, 
English. 

2, On the two main roads between Saugor 
to Mhow, and between Saugor and Hoshungabad, 
the Bhopau} authorities furnish Daks from Bhilsa 
and Tuppa in the one case, and from Bhilsa and 
Hoshungabad on the other. The distances are 
respectively, 97 miles and 76 miles, according to 
the Post Office routes, viz. as follows: Bhilsa to 
Bhopaul 30, Bhopaul to Tuppa 67, and Bhopaul 
to Hoshungabad 46 miles. The distance be- 
tween Bhopaul and Sehore is reckoned at 21 
miles. 

3. Should a traveller be detained for less 
than 24 hours, no demurrage will be charged; if he 
is delayed more than a day then for the second 
day in whole or part, and so for the 3d day, &c., 
he will be charged 3 annas (Company’s Currency,) 
for each man at each stage—that is 3 annas a day 
per man, beyond the first day. 

4. As delays occasionally occur in going from 
Saugor to Mhow at ‘luppa, where the Mhow 
Bearers should take up the Dak, the Bhopaul 
Bearers will, if necessary, carry the traveller on to 
the next stage, Peepleea, each man employed re- 
ceiving 4 annas (Company’s Curreney,) for the 
extra stage. 

5. It is advisable always to give, if possible, 
seven days notice about laying a Dak, ss the ma- 
Jority of the bearers have to be sent to their res- 
pective stages from the town of Bhopaul. 

6. No Daks can be laid as a rule on other 
roads, but every endeavour will be made to accom- 
modate travellers on timely notice being given.

An Accommodation or a Cargo Boat will be 
employed in this line, as far as Dacca, the Steamer 
only going on to Gowahuttee until the demand 
for freight to and from places above Dacca is more 
than a Steamer can supply. In the first there are 
3 classes of Cabins, but there will be no distine- 
tion in the charge, and the preference in the selec- 
tion will be given to those who engage for the long- 
est distances or otherwise, according to priority of 
application. 

‘To Burrisaul or Dacca the charge will be Se- 
venty-five Rupees, to Gowahuttee One Hundred 
and Fifty Rupees, or at the rate of ‘'wenty-five 
Rupees for every 100 miles, of the estimated dis- 
tance according to which the passage for interme- 
diate distances will be rated.

An Act for the Survey of Lands in the Town of 
Calcutta, within the Local limits of the Juris. 
diction of Her Mujesty's Supreme Court of Judi- 
cature. 

Whereas it is expedient that a correct Survey 
should be made of all lands in the Town of 
Calcutta within the local limite of Her Majesty’s 
Supreme Court of Judicature : 

It is therefore hereby enacted, that it shall be 
lawful for the Governor of Bengal to appoint an 
Officer to Survey the lands situate within the 
said local limits, and such Officer shall proceed to 
Survey the same and to register the names of the 
owners and occupiers thereof as far as they can 
be ascertained, and such Officer shall, by public 
notification, invite all persons owning or occupying 
lands and tenements within the said local limite to 
appear before him in person or by duly constituted 
attorney at whatever place within the said limits 
hie office may be held, and to bring with him all 
Pottahs, Ground Rent Bills, Bills of Sale, or other 
writings requisite for the ascer@ainment of the 
past and present boundaries of such lands. 

If. And it is hereby enacted, that the said 
Officer shall for the purposes of this Act have 
full power and authority at all seasonable hours in 
the day time to enter or to direct his Subordinate 
Officers to enter into and upon any land or tene- 
ment within the said local limits, and in and upon 
the land on which anv house, building or other 
erection is built or building or intended to be 
built, and into and upon any buildings or any part 
thereof without being liable to any action at law 
or suit in equity, or any other legal proceedings 
or molestation whatsoever for or on account of 
such entry into, or of any thing done or to be done 
in any part thereof in pursuance of this Act. 
Provided, that such Officer or Subordinate Officers 
shall not enter upon any lands or tenements which 
may be occupied at the time unless with the con- 
sent of the occupier thereof, without previously 
giving the said occupier reasonable notice of his 
or their intention to do so. Provided also, that if 
any action shall be commenced in the Supreme 
Court against any such Officer or Subordinate 
Officer for any entry made or other thing done 
under the authority of, or in pursuance of this Act, 
it shall be lawful for him or them to plead the 
general issue and to give the special matter ia 
evidence. 

Ill. And it is hereby enacted, that if any 
pergon at any time shall obstruct or molest the 
said Officer or any of his subordinate Officers in 
the performance and execution of his or their 
duty, or any thing which they are required to do 
by or by virtue or in consequence of this Act, 
ae such person so offending shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanour and shall on conviction before a 
Magistrate for the Town of Caleutta forfeit and 
pay for every such offence any sum not exceeding 
200 Rupees. 


1V. And whereas such notifiration ag is direct- 
ed by Section 1 of this Act, may notin all cases 
be effectual, it is therefore hereby enacted, 
that it shall be lawful for the Surveying Officer to
